Discussions are underway as school 
boards weigh whether positions 
will be cut to balance the bottom 
hne. 

The Edmonton Public School 
Board will discuss funds tonight, 
as the proposed $818.1-million 
revenue for 2011-12 is more than 
$14 million less than last year. 

“It’s caused us to review all of 
the ways things are being done,” 
said board chair Dave Colburn. 

After news spread last week that 
hundreds of positions in Calgaiy 
would be lost, the Alberta Teach¬ 
ers Association confirmed that 
number could be 1,000 across the 
province. 

Edmonton Catholic Schools 
needs to find $9.5 million, said 
spokesperson Lori Nagy, adding lay¬ 
offs are “definitely a possibility.” 

The next step is to have all prin¬ 
cipals return their budgets before 
the boards provide any numbers 
publicly regarding staffing, said 
Colburn.

► The Calgary Board of Education’s 

most recent numbers indicate 
they will have to cut 200 positions 
from school-based staff and 
another 172 from central services. 

► The ATA’s Dennis Theobald said 
boards must make a decision 
by May 30 if they are laying off 
teachers under contract, but that 
the real effect of any positions 
lost won't be known until mid- 
September. 

Teachers Association said some 
boards may get by because of

O Harper maintains Conservatives have strong record 
of collaborating O Promises tough-on-crime agenda 


An increasingly confident 
Stephen Harper is treating 
next week’s election like a 
speed bump en route to a 
renewed Conservative man¬ 
date. 

Harper told a crowd at a 
northern Ontario college 
that “the business of gov¬ 
ernment will commence 
Tuesday” if voters give him 
a majority. 

The Conservatives “will 
be able to hit the ground 
running,” he said yesterday 
in Sault Ste. Marie. 

As he openly pushes for 


his first unfettered man¬ 
date, Harper is soft-ped¬ 
alling what a Toiy majority 
would look like. 

His government is “pro¬ 
ceeding veiy cautiously” on 
changes to foreign invest¬ 
ment rules, and would con¬ 
sult widely when 
appointing new justices to 
the Supreme Court, he said.

A U.S. congresswoman re¬ 
covering after being shot in 
the head can fly to Florida

The last time Giffords 
flew was when she was 
transported on a private jet 
firom the hospital in Tuc¬ 
son, Ariz., that treated her 
immediately after the Jan. 8 
shooting in her home state 
to Houston, where she has 
been undergoing intensive 
rehabilitation. But this 
time, her flight is not an 
ambulance transport, Kim 
added. 

“She is medically able 
and well enough to travel 
without additional risks,” 
said Kim. 

Giffords went to Kelly’s 
last launch in 2008, when 
he commanded the space 
shuttle Discoveiy. The two 
married in 2007.

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Plisoneis tunnel to freedom 


O Hundreds escape prison in Kandahar by digging 
tunnel O Officials say most were Taliban militants 


Hundreds of Taliban fight¬ 
ers bolted from prison in a 
daring escape overnight 
Sunday, prompting a huge 
hunt for the fugitives and 
exposing glaring security 
gaps in efforts to contain 
the insurgency. 

Kandahar Gov. Tooiyalai 
Wesa said yesterday that a 
total of475 political prison¬ 
ers had escaped, “including 
one criminal.” 

The insurgents had 


worked for months digging 
the tunnel they used to get 
out, Wesa said. 

The tunnel was started 
in a house located to the 
north-east of the Sarpoza 
prison in the city’s Sarfooza 
area and continued to the 
entrance of the prison’s po¬ 
litical block about 300 me¬ 
tres away. 

Wesa said later that po- 
hce shot dead two inmates 
who tried to evade capture 


and re-arrested another 26. 

A spokesman for the Tal¬ 
iban, Qarii Yousaf Ahmadi, 
claimed that 541 insurgents 
escaped overnight after 
tunnelling underground to 
avoid security checkpoints.

Wii shall (perhaps) overcome: New 
Nintendo console coming next year

The successor to Nintendo’s 
hit Wii console will arrive 
next year. 

In disclosing its plans 
yesterday, Nintendo Co. did¬ 
n’t say what the new sys¬ 
tem will do. But it did 
announce it will show a 
playable model of the con¬ 
sole at the Electronic Enter¬ 
tainment Expo, which runs 
June 7 to 9 in Los Angeles. 

Nintendo has dominated 
sales of video-game con¬ 
soles and sold 86 million 
Wiis since launching it in 
2006. Since then it has been 
widely copied. 

But the Wii is showing 
its age. Even when it 
launched, it was behind the 
other consoles of the era, 
Sony Corp.’s PlayStation 3 


and Microsoft Corp.’s Xbox 
360, in not offering a high- 
definition image. 

And because of its mod¬ 
est hardware, the Wii has 
seen only minor updates, 
such as addition of the op¬ 
tional Wii Fit and the ability 


to play Netfiix movies. 

Nintendo announced 
plans for the Wii successor 
as part of its financial re¬ 
sults yesterday. Annual 
earnings dropped for the 
second straight year as sales 
declined.

Book dealer Ken Sanders has seen a 
lot of nothing in his decades apprais¬ 
ing “rare” finds pulled from attics 
and basements, storage sheds and 
closets.

HAART, which stands 
for highly active antiretro¬ 
viral therapy, uses triple¬ 
drug therapy to stop UW 
in its tracks.

The 
made-in-Canada strategy is 
also being echoed in San 
Francisco, New York (the 
Bronx) and Washington. 

Here’s the impact the 
program has had in BC: In 
the early 1990s, at least 
one British Columbian per 
day was dying of AIDS.

Looking at the 
food forecast 


O Baby boomers predicted to eat more prepared foods 
O Younger generation will be skipping meals: study 


In 10 years, it’s expected 
that Canadian baby 
boomers will eat more 
convenience foods while 
people born after 1993 will 
be skipping more meals, 
according to research re¬ 
leased last week. 

A study conducted by 
Toronto marketing re¬ 
search firm NPD Group, 
called A Look into The Fu¬ 
ture of Eating — Canadian 
Marketplace, says that 
each generation will make 
its own distinctive mark 
on food consumption 
trends over the next 
decade. 

In their analysis, the 
NPD Group asked people 
across the country to keep

a food diary for seven days. 
It predicted what each gen¬ 
eration will be eating in 10 
years and whether people 


tend to eat more or less of 
a food as they age, and 
looked at which age 
groups are growing or de¬ 
clining, explained Joel Gre- 
goire, a food and beverage 
industry analyst with the 
NPD Group. 

The top food groups ex¬ 
pected to increase in im¬ 
portance are salty/savouiy 
snacks, which include 
cheese, and easy meals, 
such as yogurt or snack 
bars. 

Two of the food groups 
forecasted to decline in im¬ 
portance are heat-and-eat 
breakfasts and combina¬ 
tion dishes, such as soups 
and stews.
